€arth’s Motion Interferes With Laws 
Of Gravity 


If you make a deep hole in the 


earth you can’t drop anything to the 
‘bottom, because the earth moves on 
and the side .of the hole stops the 
falling object. This has been proved 
by experiments in the deep shafts of | 
the American ‘copper mines. Tools 
dropped from the mouth of a shaft 
were not found at the bottom but 


| wedged against the side of the ‘shaft, 


and this led the Michigan College of 
Mines to make experiments. The 
object being to discover how far the} 
earth’s motion interfered with the 
usual effect of the laws. of gravity. 
The tests employed included suspend- 
ing marbles by threads just below 
the mouth of the shaft, the threads} 
were then burnt by the flame of a) 
candle and the marbles allowed to 
fall. Investigations , showed that} 
after dropping some 500 feet the 
marbles in all cases came to rest on 
the east wall of the mine. |

Still Hold Ancient Rites 


Indians In North Cling To Old Re-| 
ligious Customs : 
Christianizing of some 6,000 In- 
dians in. Saskatchewan <is_ rapidly 
going ahead, but in the wigwam en- 
campments which dot the northern 
tundra ancient religious. rites are 
‘still practised, Ven Archdeacon W. E. 
J. Paul, head of Indian work in the 
Anglican diocese of Saskatchewan, | 
stated before the Historical Society 
at Prince Albert. 

Up where the _ northern lights 
spread their phantom signals across 
the sky the Indians still observe the 
“sacrifice of ‘the white dog;” marry 
according to age-old customs and 
hold the ancient sun dance and ghost 
The nearly-forgotten’ medi- 
cine man is a power in some Indian 
communities and still heals the na- 
tives. with herbs, the churchman 
said. 

Archdeacon Paul believed there 
was no doubt but what the Indians 
were better off in the old tepee: life 
than living in ill-ventilated shacks 
as many of them ‘do who stay near 
civilization. 

There are times when an Indian 
merely goes through the ceremony 
of a feast to take a wife. On some 
reservations there is a rare case of 
polygamy and casual: exchange of 
wives. This, however, is being dis- 
couraged by missionaries. : 

In some parts of: Saskatchewan 
the ceremony of the “White Dog”’ in- 
tended to wash away sin, is still 
practised. The “Sun Dance,” a tor- 
tuous ceremonial which used to last 
three days, is held periodically but| 
it has been cut to 24 hours without 
the torture. 

Archdeacon Paul said while sleep- 
ing in an Indian tepee last year he 
was awakened throughout the night 
by the constant beating of the tom- 
toms. 
the dead and the “Give - Away | 
Dance” whereby Indians hope to get | 
back all they gave away, are still) 
sometimes held.

Pleading the “unwritten law which 
applies to the palace as well as the 
igloo” in defence of his slaying of a 
hated rival to his wife’s affections in 
a primitive triangle affair in the icy 
Arctic wastes, Ahigiak, an Eskimo 
from King William’s Land, was given 
five years imprisonment by a court 
presided over by Stipendiary Magis- 
trate J..M. Douglas, of Edmonton, at 
Coppermine settlement on the Arctic 
coast, after a jury of six men had 
found -the native guilty. « 

The trial and the verdict is an il- 
lustration of ;the fairness of British 
justice and the fact that the arm of 
the law is long and inescapable. 

The magistrate and lawyers for the 
prosecution and defence travelled 1,- 
300 miles, mostly by areoplane, to 
hold the unique trial and native wit- 
nesses who had,come hundreds of 
miles testified as to the details of the 
crime under the cold’skies of the far 
north. The arrest was made by R.C; 
M.P. officers in the fall of 1931, and 
it was only this week that the trial 
could be held. It cost the govern- 
ment hundreds of dollars to adminis- 
ter justice to the natives in this case, 
but it has been done. 

As an illustration of the fairness 
and justice of the British law, the na- 
tive will spend his five years impris- 
onment at Aklavik, within the Arctic 
‘Cirele, where his chances of living to 
serve his full term with time off for 
good behaviour will be good. To 
have brought this hodt-blooded Eski- | 
imo. south to a dungeon in a civilized 
prison would have been to have made 
death certain from homesickness and 
disease, In such a case hanging 
would be the more merciful. 

Ahigiak shot his’ friend, who livéd 
with him in a snow igloo, to death in 
a fit of jealousy over his wife’s af- 
The family then fled from 
the igloo fearing the spirit of the 
dead man might haunt them and 
cause trouble. Eye witnesses told of.

1921 - 1931 


A useful measure of the progress 
of agriculture in Canada is‘ furnished 
by the census figures of land and | 
field. crops. In the decade between | 
1921 and 1931 this area ‘increased, 
according to final figures recently is- 
sued, by 16.6 per cent. The total | 
area under field crops in 1931 was} 
57,925,488 acres compared, with 49,- 
680,918 acres in 1921.. The increase 
was, therefore, 8,244,565 acres. 
largest increase was in Alberta with 
British Columbia second and Saskat- | 
chewan third. 

Of the total acreage under crops | 
for all Canada in 1931, wheat was | 
responsible for 45 per cent against | 
40 per cent ten years previously. 
This increase was contributed alto-
